were 9 or 10 years old, and then they 
learned to read and write in a week. 
He offered nu merou s proofs that, while 
they were Ig norant of books, they were 
far above the averag e of children of 
their ag o in g eneral intellig ence.

to the Frankfu rter Zeitu ng Drs. Win- 
diseh and Schmidt have completed the 
experiments with su rprising resu lts. 
It 
lias been ascertained th a t the absorp­ 
tion of w ater by su bmerg ed asparag u s 
is not inconsiderable, the weig ht being 
increased abou t 10 per cent in two 
days. 
Moreover, it loses some of its nu ­

chicken farm and m ake money . 
The thing 
looks extrem ely simple. Apparently 
It Is 


only n < 
to b u ild a little h en h ou se, 
buy a few chickens, sit aro und and see 
them scratch fo r worms, collect the eggs 
now and then, and when necessary kill a 
broiler. 
It locks as if any o ne could do it and make a 
living at it. 
On the co ntrary , however, no thing calls fo r more tech 
nlcal knowledge and more business sense than the run­ 
ning of a chicken farm. 
In additio n to this it requires 
a peculiar gift or intuitio n, so m ething 
like fishing. Some 
people make a great success of it who might be expected 


peeted to succeed. 
The business is a good deal of a lo t­ 
tery . 
An article appeared in a recent issue of the Brookly n 
Tim es giving a few salutary hints to any one who thinks 
of em barking In this business. 
A chicken house may be 
built of rough bo ards and light jo ists, but the no rth and 
west sides sho uld be covered w ith asphalt paper. 
The 
floor may be of cement or earth. 
T here must be windows 
of unbleached muslin Instead o f glass. 
There must be 
ventilation, lmt no draft. 
T here nmst be shade trees 
near by . 
The feed must be a m ixture of many grains, 
and it must be thro w n into straw o r leaves, 
so that tin* 
chickens will have to scratch for it. 
If corn is given 
it must be cracked first. 
T here m ust alw ay s be beef 
scraps, grass clippings and o y ster shells accessible. 
This is the A, B, C of the business, and then the whole 
science and art of chicken raising is still to lie learned. 
It Is a beautiful and fascinating business rf it is well 
conducted, but no thing is mo re m o rtify ing and 
e x p en ­ 
sive if it Is not well handled. 
As there never have been 
and apparently never will bo enough fresh eggs and 
dressed chickens fo r any m arket, it looks as if every lx>dy 
might rush into tin* business, but m any who do rush In 
are glad to get out.
